Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendment to claims 4 and 5 would 
not overcome the indefiniteness rejection raised under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph. The amended claim still does not resolve the 
ambiguity regarding the political poll (cited in parent claim 1), and the consumer satisfaction survey (cited in claims 4-5). Political polls 
and consumer satisfaction are two distinct categories, as asserted by the Examiner in the Office Action mailed January 9, 2006. 

The Examiner asserts that "frequent" is a relative term when directed towards users/customers. For instance, a customer that purchases 2 
items a year might not be considered "frequent", but if both items are purchased in the same week, they may be regarded as a "frequent" 
customer based on that week's purchasing behavior. The term "frequent" has not been sufficiently defined in the claims. 

The proposed amendments would change the scope of the claimed invention, thereby requiring further search and/or consideration. 
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
